LOANS 

Two paintings on the Gallery's restricted list were loaned with 
the approval of the Committee on Works of Art to the following institu¬ 
tions: 

Mary Cassatt, Woman with Dog , to the Baltimore Museum of Art 
to be included in the exhibition, Manet, Degas, Berthe Morisot and Mary 
Cassatt , April 17 - June 3, 1962. 

2) . Edgas Degas, Ballet School , to the Fine Arts Pavilion, Seattle 
World’s Fair, Seattle, Washington, April 21 - September 4, 1962. 


CONSERVATION 


Our restorer, Russell Quandt, in addition to routine work, has com¬ 
pleted the cleaning and treatment of Mrs. Henry White by John Singer Sargent 
which has been in process for several months. The painting has been hung 
in gallery 30. 
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CONSERVATION (con't) 

He has continued the program of rehabilitating paintings in the 
Clark Collection. Work has been completed on Woman and Child which has 
hitherto been attributed to Hogarth, but which research indicates should 
now be labelled "English School" of the same period. 

The large Beauvais tapestry in the Clark Collection (26.259) was 
sent to Karekin Beshir, New York, for cleaning, repair and adjustment of 
lining. The estimate for this work is $300. 

Alma Mater by Daniel Chester French was restored by Harvey Moore, 
Washington, at a cost of $15.00, (see CWA Reports, October 17, 1961, p. 4 
and January 29, 1962, p. 3) . 

The fine old frame of Woman with Wreath by Vigee-LeBrun was restored 
by Mr. Ross Wheat, Washington, at a cost of $40.00. 


DISPOSAL OF SURPLUS WORKS OF ART

4) . Lists of paintings sold by the Gallery from 1948 to date, listing 
original cost, if purchased, and the realized prices of items sold, have 
been prepared by the Curatorial Office and will be available for the fall 
meeting of the Board of Trustees, (see Minutes of Board of Trustees meeting, 
April 30, 1962, p. 681). 

5) . As instructed by the Committee on Works of Art (see Minutes, 

April 16, 1962) Girl with Doves by an unidentified artist was offered to 
the Abby Aldrich Rockefeller Folk Art Collection in Williamsburg, Virginia, 
for $500. The offer was turned down. The painting was then offered to 
Colonel Edgar W. Garbisch for $600., but was again turned down.

Mr. Lahey con¬ 
ducted his outdoor landscape class during the last six weeks of the Spring 
Semester. 

The Final Exercises and the Adult Student Exhibition were held on 
May 24; the Exercises were held in the Gallery atrium this year. Mr. David 
E. Finley, 2nd Vice President of The Board of Trustees of the Corcoran Gal¬ 
lery, presented certificates to the 49 outstanding students of the year. 

Mr. Bernardo Sembrano was awarded the Eugen Weisz Memorial Scholarship; Mr. 
Duane Somers was granted one of the new scholarships established by Mr. A. J. 
Hackl of the Colortone Press for study in Commercial Art; Miss Rebecca 
Lumpkin was awarded the Ronsheim Memorial prize for first year students.

Gentlemen: 

The Committee on the Building and Grounds begs to submit the 
following report covering the period June 1 through September 30, 1962. 

In spite of vacations the maintenance staff completed a number of 
projects of which the following should be mentioned: 

Eight of the handsome walnut cases built for the Faberge exhibition 
in 1961 were placed in the hallway for the display of majolica, Palissy and 
Delft ware in the Clark Collection. Two cases were taken to Gallery 76 for 
display of Delft ware. The large rugs on display in these areas have been 
stored. 

The Benefactors' Room was repainted as was the Washington Artists' 

Room (Gallery 41), the Barye corridor and the Ladies Room. 

As part of the general cleaning program, an area in the front base¬ 
ment facing the stairs was walled in for storage of material and equipment. 

The major effort in the School was the installation of ceramic classes 
for this new department. The Commons Room, Room No. 2 and Room No. 27 have 
been set aside for this purpose. The facilities in the Commons Room have not 
been replaced except that the vending machines have been moved near the foot 
of the stairs. Room No. 2 has, from time to time, been used as a studio for 
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which it was ill-fitted on account of the steam pipes running through this 
area. The room presents ideal conditions for its current purpose - as a clay 
working room. Room No. 27 which until now has been used as a locker room will 
now serve as a ceramic glaze room. The lockers have been spread throughout 
the class rooms. An application has been submitted by the Gallery's architect 
to the District for a building permit of a kiln enclosure in the north-east 
corner of the courtyard. Work on this project is expected to commence shortly. 

During the summer, preliminary sketches were prepared covering changes 
in connection with the possible 20th Century Gallery by Messrs. Faulkner, 
Kingsbury and Stenhouse. Preliminary estimates for this work from Davis Wick 
Associates and M. X. Wilberding indicate a minimum cost of $75,000.00 to 
$ 100 , 000 . 00 .

Gentlemen: 

The Committee on the Building and Grounds begs to submit 
the following report covering the period April 1 through May 31, 1962. 

The maintenance staff was again very busy with special 
projects including uncrating, recrating, installations, etc. 

Through outside contract, the walls of Gallery 66 on the 
second floor were stripped of old wall coverings and recovered with sheet 
rock. This job was done by Immer & Company at $1,U10.00. The new 
surface was given two coats of paint by the maintenance staff. Some work 
was done on the rear Clark Corridor during this period. 

Two new additional fire extinguishers were purchased at a 
total cost of $1*2.00. To meet the great demands of the carpenter shop, 
a new combination of table saw and jointer was purchased for $l|i*5>.95 less 
$ 60.00 trade-in value for the old table saw purchased a number of years 
ago. In addition to general maintenance, 70 reproductions were mounted 
and framed for the sales desk.

In preparation for the possible establishment of the 20th 
century Gallery in what is now the Art School Extension, Mr. Waldron 
Faulkner was asked to prepare an estimate of renovation, air-conditioning 
and relighting of this area. This is to include the reconversion of the 
present E Street emergency exit to a public entrance as well as a 
sculpture court at the north side of the wing. The plans will also have 
to take into consideration the refurbishing of the present squad room 
and lettering shop which would compensate for the loss of the two 
sculpture classrooms in the Art School Extension. The plans have to 
be approved by the District Building Department before a realistic 
estimate can be prepared.

The Supervisor of Extension Services begs to submit the following report on activi¬ 
ties and progress of this department covering the period from June 1 through Septem- 
ber 30, 1962. ' " 

1. MEMBERSHIP 

Total Membership in the Association as of September 30th is 2U8U as compared to 2369 
as of May 30, 1962, an increase of 115. Total Membership as of September 30, 1961 
was 2114*. 

The supply of Membership brochures and Institutional & Corporate Membership material 
was exhausted by February and new brochures were not available until Mid-September. 
This caused a slight drop of $417.99 in Membership income for the first 9 months of 
the year as compared to 1961. The September billing had to be postponed until the 
week of September 17th as opposed to September 4th last year. It also delayed the 
40,000 mass mailing which exceeded the 1961 mass mailing with 10,000. However, the 
1962 mailing has proved eminently succesful and as of October l5th, Membership in¬ 
come has already surpassed that of the entire month of October 1961. 

2. ART SCHOOL STORE 

In July, with only two weeks' notice, the Sales Assistant resigned. No one could be 
found on such notice to operate both the Sales Desk and the Art School Store. As the 
Summer School was in session, a temporary person was found to take on the School 
operation under the supervision of the Faculty. This leaves the Sales Desk without 
adequate personell to conduct its operations. 

3. PUBLICATIONS DESK 

Gross income for the Publications Desk for the period was $5,705*80 as compared to 
y $4,108.25 for the same period in 1961. The increase of $1,597*5? could be improved 
even more if attention could be given customers by a sales assistant. During the 
brief periods I have had the opportunity to spend at the Desk. I found that availa¬ 
bility of a trained and interested assistant would improve results considerably. As 
an experiment, Henry Hecht, a volunteer, has offered to attend the Publications Desk 
during the coming three months to see what can be accomplished. At the same time the 
quality and type of merchandise offered will be changed and improved. 









U. SALES FROM CONTEMPORARY EXHIBITIONS 


There were no exhibitions of this type during the period. However, from the Friends 
of the Corcoran's exhibition Art by Jury during June, 10 of the 37 items in the show 
were sold but no commissions were taken. 

5. PUBLICITY 

The local press and several national publications have been most interested in activ¬ 
ities at the Gallery which were mentioned 50 times as a result of the 12 releases is¬ 
sued. 

6. ART RENTAL SERVICE 

Although a few rentals were made by special appointment during August and September, 
the Rental Service was closed from July 21st to October 2nd. Income from rentals 
and commissions from sales are as follows:

With previous earnings of $837.00 for March and $589.75 for April and May, total gross 
income from the service has so far been $2882.10. 

In late September the initial selection of works of art was returned to the respective 
dealers in New York and Washington and a fresh selection made from 13 New York and two 
local ones. In future it may be more advantageous to make only one selection from New 
York dealers per year to coincide with the Fall opening of the Art Rental Service. 

This would cut down considerably on transportation and other costs. 

During the months from May 1962(end of the first rental period of 2 months) until 
September 30, 1962,works of art valued at $5,310.00 were sold through the Rental 
Service, representing commissions due the Corcoran Gallery of $213.75 in addition to 
$185.00 in rental fees collected. 


7. ATTENDANCE 


There has been an encouraging rise in attendance as compared to that of the same months 
in 1961. It may be attributed to the greater popularity of the exhibitions offered and 









to better coverage of our programs in the press.

The Supervisor of Extension Services begs to submit the following report on activ¬ 
ities and progress of this department covering the period from April 1 through May 
31st, 1962 . 

1. MEMBERSHIP 


At the end of the two-month period covered by this report total Membership in the 
Association of the Corcoran Gallery is 2369 as compared to 2366 at the end of 
March 1961. This represents one of the highest figures since the inception of the 
Membership program. 

It is also to be noted that only 3h memberships were dropped, the smallest number 
in many years. However, a reduction in Membership income may be due to the death 
of two members in the highest categories who were also most generous in excess of 
their membership dues. It should also be pointed out that Institutional & Corpor¬ 
ate Members received their renewal notices along with a revised and attractively 
designed new brochure at the end of May. Results from these renewals and/or new 
memberships are already apparent in June to be covered in the next report. 

A large mass mailing is planned for the beginning of September to exceed last 
yearte mailing by approximately 20,000 units. Preparation for this mailing is cur¬ 
rently in process. 

2. ART SCHOOL STORE 


The store, conducted by Max Leason, had a gross income of $1*265.00 for April and 
May 1962 compared to $14*81.25 in 1961. The decrease of $218.26 is due, primarily 
to the fact that Saturday Classes for Young People stopped this year the first 
week in May whereas they continued through the third week of May in 1961. 

3. PUBLICATIONS DESK 


Gross income at the Publications Desk for April and May was $31*15.80. The 1961 in¬ 
come for the same period was $5271*.29. The difference of $1858.1*9 should be attrib¬ 
uted to highly stepped up attendance and catalogue sales during the same two months 
in 1961 when the Gallery presented the Faberge and the Ryder exhibitions. Cata¬ 
logue sales for the two exhibitions alone amounted close to $2000.00 for the two 
months.

On the other hand the installation of four new inter¬ 
ior settings in the Rental Gallery in late May with good coverage by the local press 
resulted in renewed activity during June which already at this writing has passed ths 
income of the two previous months. 
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7. ATTENDANCE 


As noted previously the Faberge and Ryder exhibitions during April and May of 1961 
attracted exceptionally large crowds. Another reason for the lower attendance 
this year must be accredited to the weather which turned unseasonably hot the mid¬ 
dle of April and continued through the period covered by this report.
